“ . . .Unless man can m atch his 
strides in weaponry and technol 
ogy with equal strides in social an 
political development, our g r e a t 
strength, like that of the dino­ 
saur, will become incapable of 
proper control—-and m an, like the 
dinosaur, will decline and disap­ 
pear.” 


Calls For Peace Race 


Conceding that ringing declara­ 
tions 
of 
principles

enough to prevent the risk of war. 
the President announced ‘‘our in­ 
tention 
to challenge the Soviet 
Union, not to an arm s race, but to 
a peace race—-to advance with us 
step by step, stage by stage, un­

“ We invite them now to go be­ 
long agreem ent in principle to 
reach agreem ent on actual plans.” 


“ For 15 years we have sought

years our concessions have been 
m atched by obstruction. Our p a­ 
tience has been rewarded with in- 
transigeance.

“ It is absurd to allege that we
